“If there have been in any 
quarter suggestions that the 
United Kingdom has lost inter- 
est in this particular area of the 
globe, or in the particular cause 
which brought us here, or at 
best desires what I may call a 
toothless treaty, I can only as- 
sert positively that nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
“We wish to see an effective 
treaty such as will preserve the 
future safety and peaceful de- 
velopment of the nations of 
Southeast Asia and the west 
Pacific.” 

Defensive Nature Stressed. 
The delegates of the United 
States, Britain, France and Aus- 
tralia all asserted that the pro- 
posed Southeast Asia alliance 
was defensive rather than ag- 
gressive in nature, 

The delegates of Thailand, 

Pakistan and New Zealand 
joined. with the Philippines in 
urging an alliance with military 
teeth. 
Prince Wan Waithayakon of 
Thailand said, “The government 
and the people of Thailand are 
anxious to have as strong a pact 
as possible «.. as near as 
possible to that of NATO.” 

P. Clifton Webb of New Zea- 
land protested his country does 
not believe that the collective 
security agreement “would in 
some way provoke the very ag- 
gression we hope to deter... 
On the contrary, there have 
been many occasions in the past 
when a firm indication of an 
intention to resist aggression 
might have stayed the hand of 
the aggressor.” 

Sir Mohammed Zafrullah 
Khan of Pakistan said, “There 
are no varieties of aggression.” 

Meanwhile, the Petping radio 
broadcast attacks on the confer- 
ence, labeling it a meeting to 
push through the United States 
‘Asians fight Asians’ policy.” 

The voice of Communist China 
declared a published draft of the 
treaty “confirms to the hilt that 
the proposed Southeast Asian 
bloc is an out-and-out military 
alignment of aggression.”

T HAD been 18 years since I 


by boat with Ambassador Maisky to Leningrad and then to 
Moscow. This time I flew with my colleagues to Stockholm and 
Helsinki and so to Moscow. From the plane one could see the 
collective farms, with their broad strips of common cultivation 


and smiall individual plots. 


The striking things in the view of Moscow from the air 
are the lofty, towering buildings of the university and the new 
23 office building. There were also visible numbers of great 
blocks of flats (apartment houses). ;

First, : great increase in the 
On my former visit to 
Moscow there was an absence 
of automobiles, which gave the 
city a derelict appearance. 
Secondly, there undoubtedly 


the people looked shabby and 
wore broken-down and worn- 
out footwear. They appeared 
drab. This time the women were 
all in light summer frocks and 
wore good shoes. They looked 
now as if they belonged where 
formerly they seemed out of 
place, 

There is no doubt that there 
has been a marked rise in the 
standard of life. The children, 


in particular, looked well fed, 
The shops had a good supply of 


wares, though I gathered that, 


the quality was poor and that. 


there was not much variety. 
I was most hospitably enter 
tained by Ambassador and: 


Lady 
Hayter at our Embassy, which 


still is in the old house with a 
fine view of the Kremlin. 


There is a vivid contrast be- 
tween the old and the new in 
Moscow. 

There are great blocks of flats 
and offices towering up along 
broad streets, while behind these 
structures are the old pre- 
revolution buildings, crumbling 
and out of repair, and lots of old 
wooden buildings on their last 
legs. The housing problem is 
appalling. There is intense 
overcrowding, and it will, judg- 
ing by the housing program ex- 
plained to us by the mayor, take 
many years to overcome this. 

The feeling I got was. that 
here is a government that felt 
it must impress the people with 
its power. The actual wants of 
ordinary men and women had 
to give way to this. For instance, 
the colossal foreign office ulla. 
ing must have absorbed 
amount of labor an . 
that might have used for 
more social purposes. This is no 
doubt a matter of pélicy, but I 
remember having thé same feel- 
ing about the Moscow under- 
ground railway, which contrast- 
ed so violently with the slums. 

Imposing Stalin Allee. 

Similarly, I saw recently in 
East Berlin the imposing Stalin 
Allee and the neglect to repair 
the ruins of war in the rest of 
the eastern sector. I have been 
told, however, that in Moscow 


This, too, was shown in the 
imposing agricultural exhibition 
which has now become a per- 
manent feature of Moscow.

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Weekend of Tension 

A weekend of tension in the Far East has 
passed, and it seems likely that the incidents 
which brought about the tension will be isolated, 
like so many other incidents before them, to 
prevent further trouble. 

The United States has asked the United 
Nations Security Council to investigate the Rus- 
sian downing of any American Navy patrol plane 
off the Siberian coast in the Sea of Japan. This 
incident follows the pattern of numerous others, 
both in Asia and in Europe. Like the others it 
is outrageous from the American point of view. 
Even so it will probably be minimized by mutual 
consent if the pattern of preceding occurences 
of the type prevails. 

In some of these boundary clashes in the past 
it has seemed clear that the American plane, 
accidentally or otherwise, got too close to Soviet- 
controlled areas. In the present case the State 
Department strongly maintains that the Navy 
plane was 40 miles off the coast, over the open 
sea.

Thus a happy, outgoing family situation gives 
vou a happy, outgoing child. A shy, inhibited, asocial fam- 
ily situation gives you a shy, inhibited, asocial child.
